ing lime in half. Tim e and laUvr are saved, more 
milk is obtained, herd profits are increased, and 
i lie dangt*r of mastit is is les,sened. I ’he new method 
t‘an Ix i us<^*d on herds of any size, wlielher machine 
or liand-milkix i. 
To prepare y our cows for a quick letdown of 
milk, first massiige tlie udder vigorously for 20 
seconds with a very warm cloth (150° F\), wrung 
out of a chlorine (250 parts per million) solution. 
Second, draw two or lhrt*e streams from each 
quarter into a strip cup—which removes milk of 
high bacterial count and permits insfx x dion for 
abnormal milk indicating mastitLs. 'Fhese two 
stejx i stim ulate the cowus milk gland,s and cause 
her to let down in alx mt 40 stx tonds. 
Milking 
should be started within a minute after udder 
fiia.SvScige and iinisheii within four minutes, includ­ 
ing brief .striiiping either by baud or mat'hine. It 
is gix x i practice to sterilize teat cups in a ctilorine 
solution after each cow is milked. 
Most cows nvspty nd to thus correct milking meth­ 
od. Giving heifers an occasional udder ma8.siige 
Ix Ture they freshen helps develop tliem into fast 
iuilk(*rs. I n the case of cows not previously traiiux i 
for fast milking, mo.st of them will restx >nd to 
faster milking if milking tim e is shortened gradu­ 
ally to from three to four minutes.

Pro Htt Mea n Pro g rete 


If someone offered y ou a deal which 
g ave y ou a chance to make about 
1 % of the price y our steers, hog s, or 
lambs sell for, we doubt if y ou'd g et 
very enthused atxmt it. The profit 
marg in would be too small — about 
35e on a $ 35 hog , or only $ 35 profit on 1(X) hog s.
